SAN FHANCIBCO, February 24.—John 


"W. Mackay, the famous bonanza capital- 
ist, was shot in the back while otanding 
in an alley ia the rear of tho Lick house 
at 12,25 o'clock thia afternoon. 


His flPSttUant was an old man whose 


identity ie not yet disclosed. 


After ahooliuif Maukay be turned the 


weapon upon himself, aud it ie believed 
mortally wouadod himself. 


It IB not thought that Mackay's wound 


is fatal. 


Mackay'a assailant was a white-haired 


man supposed to be named Dunn, (JO 
years of a«e, 


Mackay was Blamling in the alley in 


tbe rear of tho Lick house, 


Dunn fired point blank at Mackay, the 


bullet entering tbe luttor's back. Dnnn 
then turned tbe pistol to his own breast 
and fired, the ball passing just above his 
heart. 


Mackay was at oncrj placed in a car- 


riage and driven away. How serious his 
wound is hf.a not been learned. Tho 
motive for tha nhooting is not known. 


Bunn, it is now stated, had ft

fancied or otlierwisa, dating back to 
mining days, and sought in tills manner 
to kill him. 


Ue then shot hiniBolt over the heart, 


but did not expire immediately as first 
elated. Ho was at ouce removed to tho 


' receiving hospital, whore It was stntod 


ho was dyinK at 1 o'clock. 


Mackay waa driven to a doctor's cflic?, 


but bis friends concealed hie where- 
abouts and his actual injury ie not yet 
known. 


Mackay after being shot walked to his 


room in the Palace hotel. 


Tu a reporter ha said ho had never 


aeen the man who had shot him before, 
and did not know why ho did it. 


Mackay was very cool, anil walked 


About his apartments in the Palace. 


' I was about to leave for Virginia Oity 


this evening,*' he said, "and was on the 
way to the hotel. I walked up Sntter 
atreot to Lick alley to avoid the crowd. 
As I entered tbe alleyway a man jumped 
ont behind mo, fromadoorway, and shot 
me in tho back, lie then put the pistol 
to bis own breast and fired oue shot. I 
knew I waa injured, but did not know 
how badly. After the man fell to tbe 
ground I walked to the hotel and told 
the people I was shot and watted for the 
doctor." 


The surgeons who examined Mackay 


have not yet located ttie bullet. Mackay 
was wounded midway 
between 
the 


shoulder blades, and when seen did no 
aeem to ba sudoripg much pain. 


It being tho noon hour the streets won 


crowded, and tbe news of tbe ahootin] 
Bpiead with much rapidity. 


At flret it wae reported that both 


MACKAY AND HIS A8BAILANT WliKE UKAI) 
and crowds rushed to the eceno of tbe 
ebootiDR.

the morcue wagon came after the bodice 
But in the meantime Mackay had die 
appeared and Dunn, although lying mo 
tionletB on the pavement, was not deat 
and waa taken to tho receiving hospita 
in tho patrol wagon. 


Qronna of cxeiled stockbrokers am 


merchants gathered about and ulscuase 
Mackay'e career and the supposed cau*J 
of tbe shooting. 


It was generally thought that Dunn 


was tome old mining man who fancie 
himself injured by Mackay. 


Probably no such ounoation and ox 


citement iiavt* been caused in this cit 
since Judge Terry was shot at Liithro 
by Deputy Marshal Neajjle four year 
ago. 


STOHY Ol' AN EYE WITNESS. 


John Bonner, who ia connected with 


firm ol florists on tho Lick place, came' 
nearer than any one to being an eye 
witness to the shooting. 
He assisted 


Mr. Mackay to bis buffi?y and drove him 
to the millionaire's room at the Palace. 


"I had just got out of my buggy," 


eaid Bonner to a reporter, "and was 
abont to go into my office when I heard 
aloud report. Looking down the alley 
toward Suiter street I saw a man with a 
whits slouch hat and gray, close cropped, 
but rather atrfltrgling beard holding a 
emoting revolver in Ms right hand. Ho 
was roughly (Irosaetf. A abort distance 
irom him waa Mr. Mackay, whom I im- 
mediately recognized. He had his right 
hand to his back a little above the kid- 
neys; he was perfectly cool, and ho 
walked towards whore I wae standing as 
if oblivious of tho fact that his would-be 
murderer was standing close behind him 
with the pistol leveled at him. 


IT ALL IIArPJWBD LIKB A FLASH. 


"The rough looking man did not fire at 


his intended victim again, but turning 
the weapon about, pointed it at his own 
head and fired. He whirled nbont in the 
itreet like n teetotum and fell to the 
groand. Probably the only thing that 
flave.1 Mackay'H life was the fact thai 
Duffy Bros.' wagon was in the street, ant 
In cro.sing over Mac*ay got tbe vehicle 
between himself aud tho fl83&S8in. Ar 


lie wounded man approached mo I went 
or ward and asked him to get into the 
uggy. lie complied, and jaroulnn in 
fterhiin, tasked him it he woru hurt. 
le drew his hand from behind his back, 
nd it waa covered with blood. Ho 
oolted cheerful, and eaid that ho WBB 
ot much hurt, but said that perhaps I 
tad better drive to Dr. Keeney'a office. 
Ve went there, but there was no one in. 
'hen we drove to the Palace hotel, and I 
assisted Mr. Mackay op to hie room on 
ha first floor. At his request I then 
wont for his secretary, llichard Bey. 
The latter and I then went to the doctor'u i 
fllce, but Keeney was still absent. Ke- 
urning to tbe Palace, we found Mr. 
lackay standing in hia room inhisun- 
erclotbing, and he had evidently been 
xamined by a surpeoo. In response to 
question from Mr. Dey, Mackay stid 
mt he was all right, and that he had 
ot been severely hart. Then I left." 


A LUNATIC'S DEED. 


The nemo of the man who shot Mac- 
ay was given at the receiving hospital 
s W. 0. Rippey. It is not yet knowu 
bether that is hia real name. It WBB 
ret reported that his name was Kat- 
iffe, aud subsequently that his name 
aa Dunn. His attempt upon the life of 
lackay wae deliberate and premedi- 


It was known that he usually appeared
